iOsyvald’s possession. Cater requested that he be furnished 
Jail data in our possession regarding the radio, its capability 
|to’’ 3 ;;'eceive Cuban broadcasts and any data we may have reOeived 
jas to its use in this regard. 
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{frequencies and is similar in this xespuef ttT“&crican-made 
-radios commonly found in the American home. The radro could 
jibe used v/ith dry cell batteries or with a sr-all power supply 
'unit which would enable tft.ie I'adio to be operated on ordrnary^ 
"house current. Someone living in the Southeastern section Oj. 
jthe United States could listen to Cuban broadcasts with this 
-radio, particularly at night when i-eception would be better, if 
C'adio operating properly. ‘ ^ . 

The radio v;as not in operating condition when it was 
received by the FBI Laboi'atory -from the Dallas Polrce ,oopr..' Lmcnt. 
The battery terminals wei-e badly rusted . and one ter:::_::a'x‘'vA:s'' 
missing. No effort was made by the FBI Laboratory„to repair , 
the radio since to have done so would have changed the pi'.ysicaliy 
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condition of the radio fron tliat in which it was received. 
Obviously, froa an evidentiary standpoint, it was essential no 
steps bo talcen to alter the radio. 

The tTarren Cor.inission was furnished data by this 
Bureau concerninc the radio since it was listed in an inventory 
of all evidence obtained. The Coaniission did not, assign an 
c'-hibit nuuber to the radio and no cent ion of it was naae by 
the Coanission in its "Report on the Assassination of Prcsiecn. 
Jolin F. Kennedy." During our investigation of Oswald, wo 
developed no inforaation indicating. Oswald used this radio 
to listen to Cuban radio broadcasts. 

Copies of photographs of the radio (FBI^identification 
nuuber A-2) and the power supply unit (FBI identification 
nuuber A-6) are attached as enclosures to tuis cieuorancum.
